The Jury, 
from hence, ought in Juſtice to bave concluded, 
that thoſe two forſworn Warders, and Servant 
were at leaſt conſenting to, if not the real Actors 
of that perfidious and barbarous Murder; which 
T reacherous Cruelty it was their Duty (as my 
Lord's Warders and Servant) to have Pre 
vented.

In obedience to this repeated Com- 
mand, Sir C- - M. immediately went to the 
Old Baih. But when the Secret Committee ask d 
Sir C- - M. WHO that Gentleman wag, that 
ſo came with repeated Orders, as from the King, 
for Sir Chriſtopher's going to the Old Bail, to 
inform the Court (then trying my Lord Ruſſel) 
of my Lord of Efex's Death. For the Lords 
of the Secret Committee told Sir C. that they did 
believe, that the Gentleman us d his Majeſty's 
Authority, without his Majeſty's privity. But Sir 
AM. did depoſe that he could not recolleR, 
| WHO that Gentleman was, which gave thoſe _ 
repeated Orders, as from his Majeſty. It was 
2 great Misfortune, that Sir C. could not remem- 
ber, who this Meſſenger was; for could that have 
been known, it might probably have been diſ- 
cover'd, that this Meſſenger was ſent by the then 
Duke of Tork, who too often in thoſe days us'd 
the King's Authority, without his Majeſty's pri- 
vity, and againſt the true Intereſt, of both 
Aling and Kingdom.
